T-34 fvirther advised that on January 20, 1941 ROBBINS, under the 
name REGEH3TRSICH, furnished a questionnaire to Local Board 1 75 in which he 
stated that his Social Security number then waa^BHHBl^ stated he 
had graduated from the College of the City of New York and had taken a course 
in civil engineering. He advised that he was at CCNY over a year period, 
the dates of idiich were not furnished* ROBBINS also indicated that he was at 
New York University for 1^ years and expected to graduate therefrom in January 
1941* As of January 20, 1941 ROBBINS was not working but indicated that ho 
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had worked aa a clerk, typist and draftsman,- doing some drafting and super- 
vising of small engineering jobs dxiring 1938 and 1939. 


Also, ROBBINS indicated that he was single at the time and that 
he had a cardiac condition and was nearsighted. On May 2, 1941, according 
to T-S4, ROBBINS was ordered for a physical examination by Local Board 173 
and indicated that he had had a cardiac condition for the past fifteen years.

In an effort to learn, ^nl^saibleT^lOBBINS^ aotivitles during 
the time he was with the Jacobson firm, and particularly what may hove been 
known of his destinations at the time of his vacations in 1945, the following 
oo-workers of ROBBINS at the JiCOBSON firm have been interviewed with Ihe 
following results I 


JOSEHIJOSNER, who was employed at Jacobson from April 1943 to October 
1946 and who is now associated with Fred L. Moesel Associates, 101 
Park Avenue, Now York City, 


AUGNST tl^^JtlMSRMAN, employed at Jsicobson from August 1942 to 1945. 
ZIMJERM^ was in charge of the Engineering Division for part of the 
period and was^SOgBlNS* supervisor, ZIMMERMAN is presently a partner 
in the firm ofJplMMSRMAN & LUKES, 189 8th Avenue, Brooklyn, 

JOHN Fv^^RVOGSL, employed at Jacobson from April 1943 to April 1946, 
and who was, ROBBINS' supervisor during part of -ttie time. PURVOGSL 
is now wltbjfeRRS TT 4 VAN VLEC K, 101 Park Avenue, New York Cit y. 

FRED UfiB^FlSS, who was at Jadobson from 1942 to 1945 and is now at 
the Fre'd L, Hawes Construction Compai^, 152 West 54th Street, New York, 


All of the aforementioned, with the exception of HEW53, recalled 
ROBBINS. They were carefully questioned regarding vacations or periods of 
leave taken by ROBBINS and any trips he may have made outside of New York 
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•while employed by the Jebobeon CoB^any, particularly tluriag tha pertinent 
periods. None of them was able to furnish any information along these lines. 

It la pointed out tha t ZIMMERMAN and PURVOCSL were ROBBINS' super- 
• 7 iaors during part of the time he was at JEo.^aon. I'Key stated that if 
ROBBINS had applied for time off either for vacation or for a few days for 
other purposes, they would have been cognizant of •this. They stated all 
employeea were entitled to at least one week T^ication and they presumed 
ROBBINS had received time off for One. They had no recollection of vAere 
ROBBINS may have gone on his vacation or during other periods while he was 
absent from the firm# 

• ^ By tele-twjpe of April 6, IjS^ths Newark Office advised that 
B. NOpMAfSp^HB, and CECELl^^fCtSwB, all former employees of Jai-obson, 

recalled that ROBBINS took a vacation/ exact year unknown, in the vicinity of 
the New England states. (The only extended vacaMon that ROBBINS had was in 
the summer of 1946)# These inMviduals do not knowj^ether ROBBINS travelled 
to Canada. JANKB stated mOMfSTlto and CAR^CHNARZ were two 
individuals that appeared to Be more friendly with ROBBINS than anyone else 
in the firm, although JANKS did not believe anyone was actually very close 
to ROBBINS. 


By teletype of April 14, I960 the Newark Office a ^jrlse d that 
interviews had been conducted with MSEIRILL KASfORSR and DAVXJjpSlJOBORN, 
former employees of Jgodouon,-, who were unadf* to recall any mention by ROBBINS 
of his vacationing or taking a trip to Canada d\iring 1945 or any other time. 


- P. E?EFfiR^tePOL7T.’iNO, 1415 57th Streets Brooklyn, Now York, advised 
he was employed as od»f drai tsnan at the Jei V:aon firm from December 1943 to 
March 1946. Later, for a period of abo-rir tlj-ee wt-eke, he worked at the Janke 
firm in Elizabeth, New Jersey with ROBEIITS. Also, for a time NAPOLITANO was 
at Allied Procasa Coi,in Newark with ROBBINS. NAPOLITANO recalled the following 
facta concerning ROBBINS*

Hg^stSted ^OBBlNS had a heart condition which resulted from a case 
of rheumatic fe^ver which ROBBINS had iidiile a child. During the time he •was at 
Jsbobson, NAPOUTANO knew that ROBBINS had considerable sick leave, iidilch he 
places in the late winter of 1944 or 1945 or early spring 1945. NAPOLITANO's 
reason for placing it at this time was that ROBBINS' sickness usually began 
with a heavy cold and that he appetrently oaughb cold easily# He stated that 
on one and possibly more occasions ROBBINS was off for at least a week and 
possibly more. He stated that iidiile it was not necessary for ROBBINS "to call 
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^er of faot he usuhlXy received one 


in on each day of his illness^ 

or tmo calls from ROBBINS and/or hla wife during the time jMEgiHS was ill* 

On one occasion NAPOLITAETO recalled ho telephoned ROBBINS athome vrtien ROBBINS 
was ill but was unable to reach him, NAPOLITANO made no issue of the fact but 
mentioned it to ROBBINS idien ROBBINS returned to work* ROBBINS explained it 
by stating he had been out to the doctor* 


Although he was not certain, thought that ROBBINS 

had had several days or weeks sick leave in iiay or June 1946, placing this 
date as several weeks or a month before ROBBINS’ regular vacation in July 
1945, NAPOLITANO stated that his own vacation in 1945 occurred during the 
middle two weeks of July 1946 and thereafter he would have been away from 
work at the same time ROBBINS took the first part of his vacation* 


NAPOLITANO said that ROBBINS had stated hie Intention to take 
a canoe trip with his wife into upper New York State an^or New England 
during one part of his vacation in 1945, possibly the latter part of August 
or early September* ActU8il,ly, Tdien ROBBINS returned to work he informed 
HAPOLirANO that he had gone on a hitch-hiking trip with his wife through 
New England, NAPOLITANO remembered this because of the faot that ROBBINS 
mentioned having had several shore dinners enroute, NAPOUTABO said ha 
received a post card from ROBBINS from some place in liassaohusetts or Mains 
but was unable to locate this. He also recalled ROBBINS wore glasses in 
1944-1945. , ^ 

He also recalled that sometime later, possibly in the early part 
of 1946, ROBBINS borrowed his father-in-law’s car and took a trip with his 
wife and two other people, possibly his or his wife’s aunts, to New England 
and possibly Boston* 

In October 1948, after both NAPOLITASO and ROBBINS had left 
the employ of Allied Process* Co*in New Jersey and were Tiorklng for a firm 
operated by one ALBERT HOLLAND in New York, which later dissolved, NAPOLITASO 
obtained information that a draftsman was needed by the H* K. Ferguson Company, 
NAPOLITANO indicated his intention to reconmend ROBBINS for the job and so 
informed ROBBINS, However, ROBBINS refused to consider the job on the grounds 
that he would have to **file a long FBI form and would be disqualified", 
NAPOLITANO thereupon sent another man. 

NAPOLITANO said that since he and ROBBINS lived relatively close 
together, he knew ROBBINS fairly well* Ha stated ho had entered into dis- 
cussions with ROBBINS concerning religion and politics on many occasions. He 
said that ROBBINS appeared to be rather familiar with the Comaunlst Party line 
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and to be somewhat toward the "left" In his thinking. However, ! ROBBINS never 
admitted Conmunist Party affiliation. He did indicate that ha was then oi- 
had been a member of the Workmen* a Circle, possibly connected with the Inter- 
national Workers Order, which ROBBJWS admitted was a Conmunist-domlnated 
organization. 


NA POLI TANO could not r;ecall ever meeting arqr relatives or friends 
of ROBBINS. However, m was exhibited a photograph o f J^RAH AM BROTHItAN vdiich 
he stated "looked familiar", but which he could not connect with HOBBINS, 


NAPOLITAHO was unable to recall having heard ROBBINS discuss 
1a*ip8 to any other parts of the United States or to Canada on any occasion. 

NAPOLITANO knew that the Jao^bson firm maintained time cards 
on all employees and thought they should still be available. Also, a daily 
record of the accomplishments of the draftsmen was maintained during that 
period n^ich also might still be available. 


NAPOLITANO also recalled that ROBBINS had a brother whose najne 
he could not remember, who had gotten into some diffioul'ty and fired from 
some Job in Brooklyn due to union activity on his p^t, (NAPOLITANO is 
undoubtedly referring to ROBBINS* brother, ABRAHAM.) 


NAPOLITANO believed, although he was not certain, that ROBBINS^ 
resumed his schooling in the Fall of 1945 at Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, 
at Tiriiich time he began working toward his Master's degree in Civil Engineering. 
He knew that ROBBINS has completed class attendance and may even have written 
his thesis by this time. He knows that ROBBINS consults with a faculty 
advisor at Brooklyn College occasionally at the present time. 


The records of Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute will be checked 
to dotemlne when ROBBINS attended there7]^n the possibility that he would 
fit Into the known : 



Confidential Informant T-52, of known reliability, has stated 
that ROBBINS has been employed by the firm of Hardesty * Hanover, Consulting 
Engineers, 101 Park Avenue, NeW York City, since Septonber 6, 1949.

Physical Survelllanoe of JOSEPH ARNOLD ROBBINS 


A physical surveillance of JOSEPH ARNOLD ROBBINS has been main- 
tained since March 10, 1950, It has been established that ha leaves home 
each work day morning at 7*30 a,m., takes the BMT subway from the 55th Street 
stop in Brooklyn into his place of employment at 101 Park Avenue. ROBBINS' 
lunch hour is from I2j30 to li30 each day and ordinarily he leaves 7/ork at 
5*30 p.m* and, with the exceptions hereinafter noted, proceeds directly home. 

On the evening of Monday, March 27, 1950, ROBBINS left work at 
5*06 p.m. and proceeded via subway to an ice cream parlor at 169 East 86th 
Street, New York City, where ha was observed having a milk shake. Shortly 
after his arrival there, ROBBINS was joined by an unknown man. For about 
ten minutes ROBBINS and this man conversed at the counter, then continued 
their conversation in the street for abotit smother ten minutes before parting, 

3A V. J. Cahill undertook the surveillance of ROBBINS’ contact, 

*dio proceeded by subway to 125th Street, New York City, thence by train to 
Greenwich, Connecticut, He was observed to enter a driveway between tv/o 
houses, one of which was the address 44 Soundview Drive, Greenwich, ROBBINS* 
contact was described as about 36 years of age, 5*6" tall, 140 pounds, dark 
brown hair receding in front, parted on the left, light complexion, wearing 
dark brown hat, navy blue overcoat, dark blue suit, black shoes, and carrying 
exhibit-type envelope. 

It is to be noted that following hie meeting with this individual, 
ROBBINS was observed to take a crosstown bus westirard on 86th Street, The 
surveillance on him was discontinued at that point, but he was later observed 
at about 7*00 p,nu entering his apartment at 5501 14tii Avenue, Brooklyn, It 
appears, although it is not definitely known, that ROBBINS proceeded directly 
home after this contact, 

ROBBINS* contact was subsequently Identified by the New Haven 
Office as RUBIN DRBHER, 44 Soundvldw'Avenue, ftfconwicK/^-who is an accountant 
in Ne^.'York City, 'DREHER's wife's name is- ROSE and she- operates a hat shop at 
161 Greenwich Avenue, Greenwich, known as Celine's Milliners, in which enter- 
prise DREHER also assists her. The New Haven Office forwarded surveillance 
photos of DREHER inAiich are being kept In the Mew York files, y 
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DPT^ffRR registered aa a voter in Greenwich, Connecticut in 
October 19447”TTs^ng his blrthdate' aa January 22, 1911 at New York City, and 
hia employment at that time as an accountant for the Restaurant Accounting 
Company, 1457 Broadway, New York City* The New Haven Office obtained photo- 
graphn^f DREHER which are being maintained in the New York files# ROBBINS listed 
RALPiaS^YSR as a reference at Janke Company, Elisabeth, New Jersey. 

^ On the evening of April 3, 1950, one week after ROBBINS^ original 

contact with DKEHER, he left work again at 5i00 p.m, and proceeded on foot 
to Grand Central Station where he boarded an uptown express train to 06th 
Street. Upon leaving the train he made several obvious efforts to determine 
whether he was under surveillance. He again entered the ice cream parlor at 
159 East 86th Street and sat at the counter* DRBHER was not observed in the 
establishment while ROBBINS was there* Once ROBBINS was observed to leave 
his seat at the counter and look out the front door of the place, again 
apparently attempting to uncorar surveillance. 

After five minutes he left this address, turned west on 86th 
Street, then abruptly east, jay walked from the north to the south aide of 
86th Street, and then turned south on Lexington Avenue. He walked from 
86th to 81st Street, again making several efforts to uncover surveillance, 
and then turned rapidly west on Slat Street, The surveillance ^ms discon- 
tinued at this point and ROBBINS was not seen thereafter in the vicinity of 
81st Street and Lexington Avenue or at or in the vicinity of 159 East 86th 
Street. On the evening of AprU 3, 1950 ROBBINS was carrying a portfolio. 

T»52 was recontacted and stated that he was aware that ROBBINS 
had left work early on the evening of April 3, I960 but did not know any 
reason therefor. He stated if ROBBINS had taken a half hour for lunch he 
TiQuld be entitled to leave a half hour early* 

T-52 also stated that ROBBINS was presently engaged in drawing 
up plans for an express -way which is to be constructed through the city of 
Philadelphia, irfiich project was expected to be completed on April 5, 1950* 

The posslbilily exists ^.nat thereafter ROBBINS would be anployed on another 
project not now known. T-52 stated that ROBBINS has no legitimate business 
contacts outside of the office at the present time and probably will not 
have any in the future* Moreover, T-52 said that the firm of Hardesiy ft 
Hanover la not now engaged in any work of a defense or restricted nature. In 
the past the firm has done work for the Army and Navy on a consulting basis.
